T  is  neither  my  Defire  nor 
Inclination  to  fwell  up  a 
large  Volume  of  the  An¬ 
cients  Works,  or  of  their 
Practice  which  they  follow'd  in 
their  Time,  I  being  fenfible  that 
any  Perfon  may  furnifh  themfelves 
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with  various  Kinds  of  Hiffones  at 
any  of  our  Bookfellers  Shops,  and 
may  read  them  at  their  leafure  ; 
hut  the  Siibjefh  I  now  begin  upon, 
is  the  different  Kinds  of  Rupture?, 
their  Caufes,  and  the  Accidents 
that  Perfons  are  liable  to,  who  la¬ 
bour  under  this  Diforder,  which  X 
have  feen  in  my  Time  of  Practice.. 
X  fhall  firft  endeavour  to  defcribe: 
the  different  Kinds,  and  after  that: 
their  Caufes  and  Accidents,  in  as. 
full  and  plain  a  Manner  as  may 
fuit  the  meaneft  Capacity  to  u ri¬ 
der  flan  d.  There  are  three  diffe¬ 
rent  Kind  of  Ruptures,  that  ini 
my  Opinion  may  properly  be  cal¬ 
led  fo:  The  Word  Rupture  implies 
a  Breach  or  Separation  of  the  Parts 
that  ought  to  be  entire.  Now,  as 
the  Belly  is  an  entire  Part  of  the 
Body,  if  any  Accident  happens, 
as  by  Falls,  Leaping,  Straining 
Vomiting,  hard  Labour,  violent 
Coughs,  or  any  other  Ways,  anc 
the  Felm  or  Rim  of  the  Belly  is 
broke,  it  is  then  a  Rupture.  Now, 
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as  follows  ;  ftrft,  I  i'llall  defcribe 
that  which  is  called  Hernia ,  which 
is  a  Breach  in  the  lower  Part  of 
the  Belly,  and  occafions  the  Gut  to 
fall  down  into  the  Scrotum .  Now 
what  I  take  to  be  dangerous  in 
this  Rupture  is,  when  the  Breach 
happens  to  be  very  fmall,  if  the 
Gut  by  any  Strain  or  violent  Mo¬ 
tion  fhould  fall  down,  and  the  Pa¬ 
tient  have  a  violent  Fit  of  the 
Cholick,  and  the  Gut  fill  with 
Wind,  which  fwells  fo  large  that 
it  won’t  return,  the  Breach  being 
fmall,  then  often  this  Cafe  proves 
•  dangerous;  for  commonly  violent 
Vomitings  enfue,  and  the  Gut  be¬ 
ing  forced  out  of  its  Place,  many 
Times  there  is  no  Paffage  for  the 
Excrement,  but  often  comes  out  a  t 
the  Mouth  ;  and  not  only  fo,  but  In- 
flamations  andMortifications  enfue; 
for  the  Gut  being  fo  long  detain’d 
N  from  its  natural  Place  or  Situation, 
the  Wind  fwells  it,  and  by  that 
Means  the  Parts  round  the  Breach 
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PaiTagc  for  the  Excrement,  but 
that  being  retain’d  there,  it  grows 
hard  and  dry,  and  can’t  pais  back" 
ward  nor  forward,  but  ftill  re¬ 
mains  in  that  Part  of  the  Gut  that 
is  out  of  its  Place,  and  a  Morti¬ 
fication  enfues,  which  occafions 
fudden  Death.  Now  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  if  the  Perfcn  is  of  a  gooci 
Gonftitution,  and  not  fubjett  tc 
the  Cholick,  or  Loathings  of  the 
Stomach,  and  wears  a  proper  Ban¬ 
dage,  and  the  Breach  be  large,  ft 
as  the  Gut  to  pafs  backward,  oil 
forward ;  in  this  cafe,  Perfons  may 
have  a  Rupture  many  Years 
and  not  be  troubled  with  theft 
dangerous  Accidents.  But  for  Ex¬ 
ample,  I  have  been  called  to  a  Pa¬ 
tient  in  this  dangerous  Cafe,  as  ] 
have  been  ipeaking  of,  and  wher 
i  have  ufed  what  Means  I  thought 
proper,  I  have  feen  the  Excrement! 
come  away  in  dry  hard  Lumps 
but  not  till  I  reduce  the  Guc  tc 
its  proper  Place;  as  a  lib  when 
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Body,  7tis  often  found  in  the  Gut 
fo;  which  makes  me  of  the  Opi¬ 
nion,  when  the  Excrement  is  re¬ 
tain’d  for  a  long  Space,  ’tis  the 
main  Occafion  of  a  Mortification . 
Secondly ,  I  fhall  defcribe  the  Hy - 
drocele ,  or  water  Rupture :  This 
Kind  generally  happens  where  the 
Perfon  is  of  an  ill  Habit  of  Body, 
and  they  get  abufe  in  the  Scto- 
turn ,  the  VefTels  being  hurt,  as 
well  as  weaken’d,  by  which  Means 
;  the  Blood,  as  well  as  the  animal 
i  Spirits,  is  by  the  Bruife  and  bad 
Habit  of  Body  turn’d  into  water, 

I  diftils  by  Degrees  down  into 
i  the  Scrotum,  and  fills  it;  which 
j  makes  the  Patient  fo  uneafy,  that 
J  he  is  forced  to  have  it  let  out 
i  once  a  Year,  or  more ;  and  many 
ij  Times  thefe  Ruptures  are  accom- 
;  pany’d  with  Dropfies  in  the  Belly ; 
i  and  when  fo,  are  very  difficult  to 
i  be  cur’d  for  thefe  Reafons :  Fir  ft  ^ 
lObferve  the  VefTels  are  very  much 
weaken’d  by  the  Bruife  and  Weight  * 
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on  them,  which  caufes  a  Laxation 
and  many  Times  an  Inflammation 
and  if  the  Humour  that  flow 
from  the  Belly  to  the  Scrotum  b 
hot,  acid,  and  flharp,  then  the  Te 
hides  are  in  danger  of  Mortifii 
.  cation,  if  not  timely  prevented 
for  they  being  drowned  in  tha 
iiot  fliarp  Humour,  and  being  ve 
rjy  tender,  upon  the  taking  of  an 
-Cold,  caufes  a  Swelling  and  Inflam 
mation,  which  mortifies,  and  the: 
prefent  Death  enfues  :  Secondly ,  O 
die  contrary,  if  a  Perfon  by  a  Bruill 
get  a  watry  Rupture,  and  the;: 
have  no  Dr'opfy,  but  a  good  He 
bit  of  Body,  they  may  be  cur’d 
Thirdly,  The  Omentum,  ox  Cauu 
falling  down:  It  is  my  Opinion, 
this  Rupture  is  occafron’d  by  lifi 
ing  heavy  Loads,  and  Colds ;  fc 
hy  fo  doing  the  Belly  is  very  muc 
hrain’d,  and  if  a  Cold  enfue,  the 
.that  Part  of  the  Belly  which  wa 
hurt  by  the  Load  commonly  fwell 
hut  is  not  broke,  only  puffs  oui 
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ana  oy  its  long  continuance  carnet 
the  Caul  to  ftretch,  which  is  a 
fatty  Subftance  and  very  flippery^ 
fo  that  that  Part  near  the  Swelling 
being  very  much  ftretch’d^  flips 
down  between  the  Felm  and  the 
Out-skin  or  Coat  of  the  Belly*  I 
can’t  lay  this  Kind  is  fo  dange¬ 
rous  as  the  reft,  neither  is  the  Pa¬ 
tient  fubject  to  Accidents  as  in  the 
other,  but  the  Method  of  Cure  I 
look  upon  more  difficult  than  that 
of  the  other  Kinds.  Now  as  for 
the  other  Kinds  of  Ruptures,  that 
is,  Flefhy  Ruptures,  Wind  Rup¬ 
tures,  Ruptures,  of  the  Liver, 
and  Navel  Ruptures,  which  many 
lay  there  are  of  all  thefe  Kinds  ; 
but  I  am  of  a  contrary  Opinion, 
for  I  allow  of  none  but  the  three 
Kinds  that  I  have  defcrib’d :  ’Tis 
certain  that  feme  have  a  flefhy 
Subftance  grows  in  the  Scrotum , 
or  near  thofe  Parts,  which  I  think 
may  properly  be  called  a  Tumour, 
or  ExcrelTence,  or  an  Adhefion  of 
the.  Parts :  Alfe  the  Liver  by  be- 
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ing  iwejid,  or  diiordered  may  bs 
displac’d,  and  occafion  a  puffing: 
our  in  the  Stomach  :  As  for  Wind* 
all  Perfons  are  troubled  with  it 
that  have  any  Sort  of  Rupture 
For  the  Navel,  that  is  the  Gu 
only  in  another  Part  of  the  Belh 
than  what  I  did  defcribe  before 
Now  all  thefe  Diforders  I  am  ven 
well  acquainted  with,  I  having 
frequently  met  with  them  in  mj 
Practice,  and  fotnetimes  have  help* 
ed  them,  which  I  will  mention  hi 
their  proper  Place ;  but  now  fhai 
proceed  to  the  proper  Bandages  to 
be  ufed  in  Ruptures.  The  Bandag' 
I  ufe  is  made  of  thin  Flanne 
tore  the  long  Way,  to  prevent  it:: 
ftretching  too  much,  fo  tied  rounc 
the  Waite  with  a  double  Knot,  an# 
that  plac’d  on  the  Part  where  th 
Breach  is;  then  I  bring  the  End  c 
the  Flannel  under  the  Thigh,  an# 
tucking  it  in  behind,  pin  it.  I  fin 
this  the  belt  for  keeping  up  th 
Gut  in  a  Groin-Rupture,  as  all# 
very  warm  and  nourifihing  to  thu 
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Part.  As  for  the  Navel,  I  life 
what  we  call  a  Bdt-Trufs,  a  Plate 
of  Tia  very  foftly  quilted,  and  a 
narrow  Stripe  of  Fuftian  or  Lea¬ 
ther  to  come  round  the  Wafte,  and 
faften  it  to  the  Pad,  which  keeps  the 
Part  warm  and  eafy.  As  for  all 
Sorts  of  Steel  Truffes,  or  Iron,  I 
am  utterly  againft  them ;  for  in- 
ftead  of  helping  the  Part,  it 
extreamly  weakens  it,  and  they 
caufe  many  a  Rupture  which.* 
would  never  have  been*,  for  ’ti$ 
very  common  for  Women,  if  their 
Children  are  troubled  with  Wind, 
or  take  Cold,  which  may  fwell 
the  Parts,  being  very  tender,  to 
think  it  is  a  Rupture,  and  put  on 
j  a  Steel  Trufs,  which  preffes  on  the 
Part  fo  much,  that  it  often  caufes 
a  Breach  that  would  not  have 
happen’d,  if  they  had  apply’d  to 
the  Child  fomething  to  carry  off 
the  Wind,  a  ftrengthening.  Pl'ai- 
fter,  and  a  foft  Flannel  Bandage 
to  confirm  the  weak  Part.  Other 
Tralles  are  fo  fillily  contriv’d,  that 
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they  don’t  keep  the  Rupture  up.<; 
the  Patient  may  as  well  wear  no¬ 
thing  in  a  manner ;  for  I  think,  I 
have  ufed  moft  Sort  of  T ruffes., 
hut  never  found  any  anfwer  like 
the  Flannel  Bandage,  which  I  ne¬ 
ver  faw  ufed  in  this  City  but  by 
myfelf,  or  thofe  I  fhew’d  it  to.  As 
for  what  is  called  rowling  of  Chil¬ 
dren,  I  can  no  way  approve  of  it, 
I  having  cur’d  feveral  myfelf  that 
has  been  rowPd  for  feveral  Years, 
and  were  never  the  better  for  it 
when  they  were  brought  to  me.: 
And  fo  I  may  fay  of  the  T ruffes; 
I  have  cur’d  feveral  grown  Fer- 
fons  befides  Children,  that  has 
wore  Truffes  feveral  Years,  and 
were  not  any  better  by  it.  Now 
I  having  faid  what  I  think  is  pro¬ 
per  as  to  Bandages,  I  fhall  pro¬ 
ceed  to  put  my  Receipt  together 
again,  which  our  Famous  Phyfi? 
cian  thought  lit  to  take  afunder, 
or  rather  pull  it  to  Pieces :  As  for 
the  Powder,  which  he  fays  is  fo 
common  in  Ufe,  that  not  only  the 
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Ancients  ufed  it  in  abundance  of 
Cafes  befides  Ruptures,  but  every 
old  Woman,  Nurfe,  or  Gardener, 
and  all  common  People  in  general 
do  underftand  the  Ufes  of  it.  Why 
then  if  fo,  I  very  much  admire 
they  did  not  put  it  more  in  Pra¬ 
ctice  than  they  have  in  this  great 
City.  How  comes  fo  many  Trufs- 
Makers  to  live  fo  well,  and  fo 
many  Women  that  roll  Children, 
which  give  no  Sort  of  Medicine? 
Thefe  if  they  knew  it,  would  cer¬ 
tainly  ufe  it.  There  are  many 
Hundreds  of  thefe  Sort  of  People 
who  live  in  this  Place,  befides  a 
vaft  Number  of  Surgeons  andApor 
thecaries  ;  I  fay, ’tis  an  Admiration 
the  People  are  not  cur’d!  But 
what  I  moft,  wonder  at,  is,  that 
our  Famous  Doftor  has  not  got 
a  vaft  Eftate  by  curing  of  Rup¬ 
tures  ;  for  he  feems  to  cure  them, 
by  his  Book,  with  the  greateft  Eafe 
poflible  can  be.  I  that  have  made 
it  my  whole  Study  this  feveral 
Years,  to  find  out  the  moft  eafiy, 
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fafe,  and  beft  Methods,  can’t  fay 
’tis  foeafy  to  cure  all  Sort  of  Rup¬ 
tures  ;  for  forne  Patients  are  of  fitch 
an  ill  Habit  of  Body,  that  all 
the  Medicines  I  could  give  them, 
would  not  regulate  the  Conftitu- 
tion :  Others,  again,  by  reafon  oi 
their  Age,  their  vital  Spirits  were 
not  quick  enough,  nor  their  Na¬ 
ture  warm  nor  ftrong,  fufficient 
to  help  to  knit  and  heal  the  Parts : 
for  Nature  mud  help  along  with 
the  Means,  or  elfe  the  Cure  can’t  be 
perform’d.  Others,  again,  by  their 
irregular  Living,  what  in  Diet,  anc 
what  in  Motion,  fhall  when  2 
Cure  goes  on  as  well  as  poilible 
undo  all  again,  and  make  it  ae 
bad  as  if  nothing  had  been  done 
But  ftill  I  fay,  if  my  Receipt  be 
follow’d  exaftiy,  and  the  Patient 
be  of  good  Habit  of  Body,  anc 
will  obferve  Orders,  it  will  cer 
tainly  cure  to  the  Age  of  Thirty 
or  Forty.  ’Tis  a  fafe  and  good  Me:, 
thod,  if  rightly  apply’d  :  But  then 
are  many  Cautions  which  I  fhall 
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down  here,  for  the  good  or  men 
as  fhall  think  fit  to  make  Ufe  of 
this  myReceipt-  ButTmuft  firft  pay 
another  Vifit  to  our  Famous  Do¬ 
ctor  by  way  of  Digreffion.  About 
a  Year  ago  I  was  about  taking 
a  Journey  out  of  Town  for  fome 
Time,  and  for  the  good  of  feveral 
Families  which  had  employ’d  me, 
I  left  my  Receipt  with  them,  as 
alio  with  the  Phyficians  they  did 
ufe  to  employ,  that  fo  it  might  be 
beneficial  to  them  in  my  Abfence  : 
But  I  very  well  remember,  that 
feveral  of  thofe  Families  defined 
me,  to  let  them  have  fome  of  my 
Powders  to  keep  by  them,  for  fear 
of  an  Accident;  which  I  did  com¬ 
ply  to,  as  long  as  theylafted  ;  but 
when  they  were  gone,  I  went  to 
abundance  of  Druggifts  and  Apo¬ 
thecaries  Shops,  but  not  one  Dram 
of  Powder  could  I  get:  They 
told  me,  it  was  a  Powder  they 
never  had  by  them  ;  and  faid  they 
had  other  Preparations  of  Com~ 
frey,  but  not  the  Powder :  Nay, 
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raruiermore,  i  order  a  tnoie  wno: 
wanted  it,  to  fend  that  Part  of 
the  Receipt  to  their  Apothecary,, 
to  let  them  make  it  up  for  them, 
i  having  not  Time  myfelf,  being 
irnfy  to  prepare  for  my  Journey; 
and  I  do  aver  it  for  Truth,  not 
one  of  them  did  prepare  it  right ; 
and  the  Realon  they  gave  was,  it 
was  a  Medicine  was  never  ask’di 
tor,  nor  they  never  us’d.  And  far- 
thermore,  I  challenge  the  Doctor* 
to  prepare dome  with  me,  and  let 
the  beft  and  moft  famous  Chy~ 
mills,  or  Druggifls,  or  Phyficians. 
give  their  Opinions;  and  I’ll  forfeit 
ail  my  Judgment  in  the  Cure,  il 
they  won’t  own  his  will  not  am 
fwer  the  End  mine  will ;  for  as 
Demonftration  is  the  End  of  Argu¬ 
ment,  fo  1  defire  to  argue  no  far¬ 
ther  than  Fa£ls  will  produce :  Now- 
I  refer  to  the  Reader  whether  Com* 
frey  Powder  is  fo  common  a  Thing, 
or  whether  the  Doftor  is  fo  wel 
acquainted  with  it  as  he  pretends 
If  he  had  but  happen,  to  fay,  that 
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in  Milk,  he  had  hit  it ;  they  all  da 
that :  But  faying  the  Powder,  which 
I  verily  believe  he  never  faw  till 
in  my  Receipts  a  little  odd.  Now 
I  muft  fend  the  Doftor  another 
^Challenge,  and  then  fhall  go  on 
with  my  Receipt:  As  to  the  Cau~ 
hick,  he  lays  that  is  common,  as 
well  as  the  Powder.  Well,  let  that 
be  as  it  will,  let  him  take  a  Path 
•  ent,  and  I  another  of  the  fame 
Age,  and  he  ufe  his  Method  of 
Cure  to  his,  and  I  ufe  my  Method 
to  mine;  and  which  ever  is  fa  fell, 
fooneft,  and  beft  performed,  let 
their  Method  be  follow’d ;  for  out 
of  fuch  abundance  of  Receipts  as 
he  has  fet  down,  fure  he  can’t 
mils ;  and  I  having  but  one, 
his  very  great  Odds !  As  for  me, 
I  don’t  pretend  to  cut  fixteen,  nor 
feven  neither,  in  an  Hour,  nor  ap¬ 
ply  Caufticks  two  or  three  Times 
over  in  one  Place:  I  don’t  pretend 
to  have  Skill,  nor  Courage  enough 
to  Cut  and  Burn,  Torment  and 
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many  Times  to  Death.  But  I  belt 
like  that  gentle  and  eafy  Method 
that’s  fafe,  and  attended  with  as 
little  Pain  or  Danger  as  poffible, 
To  return  to  my  Receipt:  Where 
any  Perfons  are  troubled  with  Piles, 
that  take  my  Powders,  I  leave  then 
out  the  Alloes,  and  put  in  as  much 
Jalap,  judging  Alloes  not  pro¬ 
per  for  Piles.  I  have  Reafon  to 
know,  by  my  own  Experience, 
that  molt  grownPatients  who  have 
Ruptures,  have  the  Piles;  and 
ufe  fuch  Means  I  find  proper  to 
cure  them  of  the  Piles,  as  well 
as  the  Rupture.  Milk  mult  not 
be  taken  while  they  are  under  Cure, 
for  this  Reafon,  it  will  neither 
agree  with  the  Drops  nor  Pow¬ 
ders:  The  acid  Spirits  of  Salts  are 
of  a  yery  hot  lharp  Nature,  and! 
the  Milk  very  clogging  and  fleg- 
matick  ;  fc  there  is  Danger,  whem 
thefe  two  meet,  of  coroding  the: 
Leaves  of  the  Stomach.  And  as, 
'to  the  Powders,  they  being  of  a 
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them  are  of  Clotting  when  thefe 
meet,  and  flopping  the  Paffage 
thro5  the  Guts  :  Thefe  Things  1 
know  by  Experience*  not  by  read¬ 
ing  Authors.  As  for  ufing  Syrups 
of  any  Kind,  I  am  utterly  againft, 
even  of  Comfrey  itfclf;  for  they 
clog  the  Stomach,  and  (poll  the;- 
Appetite  from  Food,  or  a  good 
Digeftion.  As  for  the  Mixture  of 
abundance  of  Sorts  of  Things  of  ' 
any  Kind  together,  I  am  againft; 
for  if  my  Receipt  be  look’d  into, 
there  is  but  few  Sorts  mix’d  toge¬ 
ther.  I  often  give  my  Powders  in 
Mineral  Waters,  efpecially  to  Wo¬ 
men,  it  being  propee  for  them  to 
take  it  in  Lambeth  Waters,  which 
I  approve  of  beft,  having  try’d 
alrnoft  all  others.  When  it  hap¬ 
pens  that  1  take  a  Patient  in  hand 
to  cure,  that  is  of  a  hot  Confti- 
tution,  and  the  Rupture  hard  to 
reduce,  and  they  fuhject  to  be  very 
Coftive,  and  have  been  feveral 
Days  without  Evacuation ;  in  this 
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Powder,  and  then  go  with  them  to 
the  Bagnio  in  three  or  four  Hours 
after  the  Powder,  or  in  a  warm 
Bath,  or  the  Sweating  Room,  re¬ 
duce  the  Gut  with  my  Hand,  and 
Jay  three  or  four  Glades  on 
near  the  Part  where  I  defign  to 
lay  on  my  Cauftick,  to  draw  off 
as  much  of  the  windy  or  bruifed 
Blood  as  I  think  convenient  * 
and  by  the  Time  all  this  is  per¬ 
form’d  and  my  Patient  at  home, 
then  fhe  has  a  Motion,  it  may  be, 
two  or  three  ;  and  in  twenty  four 
Hours  after,  I  lay  on  the  Cau¬ 
ftick,  and  fo  proceed  till  the  Cure  is 
well  perform’d.  The  Realbn  I  do 
this,  is  to  empty  the  Gut  of  clot- 
ted  Excrement,  as  alfo  to  reduce 
it  to  its  proper  Place,  and  to  pre¬ 
vent  Inflammation  or  Mortifica¬ 
tion  while  the  Cure  is  perform’d. 
For  if  all  Perfons  that  pretend 
to  the  Healing  Art  would  take 
Care  in  Time,  and  not  be  too 
forward,  there  would  not  be  fo 

many 


many  Accidents  Happen  as  there 
does  daily  :  for  the  Heat,  helps  to  re¬ 
duce  the  Gut,  as  well  as  bring  away 
the  clotted  Excrement.  Now  in 
the  Cafe  of  Water  Ruptures,  which 
attend  Women,  as  well  as  Men 
and  little  Boys,  when  I  do  begin 
the  Cure,  I  firlt  take  great  Care 
to  give  fuch  Medicines  as  I  judge 
moil  proper  to  prepare  the  Body 
with,  and  then  to  make  Incifion, 
fo  go  on  with  the  Cure.  But  the  { 
greateft  Danger  in  this  Cafe  is  Cold; 
for  I  always  keep  the  Patient  very 
warm  all  the  while  in  Bed,  from 
the  Time  I  make  Incifion,  till  the 
Wound  is  quite  heal'd ;  I  only 
take  them  up  while  the  Bed  is 
made,  and  let  them  in  an  eafy 
Chair  with  a  large  Blanket  about 
them ;  for  if  any  Cold  happen, 
it  is  very  dangerous,  for  the  Part 
fwells  and  caules  an  Inflamma¬ 
tion,  then  mortifies,  and  hidden 
Death  enfues.  Not  that  ever  I 
had  this  Accident  happen,  I  bleis 
God  for  it,  but  I  have  feen  it  by 
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otners,  10  rmnK  nt  to  give  trie 
Caution.  Now  as  to  what  many 
call  a  Fleflily  Rupture,  ’tis  what  I 
have  met  with  often,  and  I  ne¬ 
ver  found  any  Cure  for  them  ;  but 
if  at  any  Time  the  Patient  has  ei¬ 
ther  by  Cold,  or  a  Bruife  in  the: 
Parc,  occafiomd  the  Swelling  to 
grow  harder,  or  be  inflam’d,  then 
1  apply  to  it  the  Fomentation  or 
Poltice  mention’d  in  my  Receipt, 
and  that  commonly  takes  the  In¬ 
flammation  and  Hardnefs  away 
This  is  all  Ido  in  this  Cafe.  As 
making  Incifion  on  the  Part,  I  ne¬ 
ver  durft  attempt  to  do  it,  for  I 
look  upon  it  to  be  a  very  dangerous 
Operation.  As  to  that  of  the  Na¬ 
vel,  I  life  diw  fame  Method  of  that 
in  the  Groin,  only  this  Caution,1 
That  if  the  very  Navel  itfelf  pu£ 
out,  and  I  find  the  Breach  there 
in  this  Cafe  I  never  apply  the  Cau. 
ftick,  but  only  give  Medicines  ini 
wardly,  and  apply  a  Plaifter  witl 
a  foft  eafy  Bandage:  This  is  t 
prevent  Danger,  but  no  Cure,.  sA 
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Wind  Rupture,  as  fome  call  it,  .1' 
do  the  fame  Way ;  and  by  degrees, 
the  Wind  is  carried  off,  and  the . 
Part  ftrengthens,  fo  no  Rupture 
enfues.  It  would  be  endlefs  for 
me  to  fet  down  all  the  Receipts 
and  Methods,  that  in  my  Time  of 
Prafbice  I  have  fifed,  I  having  al¬ 
ways  made  it  my  Study  to  endea¬ 
vour  to  find  out  the  fpeedieft,  fa- 
feft,  and  beft  Methods  of  Cure, 
or  Help  for  my  Patients.  And 
after  all,  I  do  infill  upon  it,  that 
I  found'  nothing  anfwer  like  the 
Receipt  that  I  have  given  out;  for 
where  I  have  apply’d  it,  I  think  I 
may  fay,  it  rarely  ever  fails  ;  but 
yet  I  don’t  pretend  to  be  infalli- 
,  ble,  for  I  have  fet  down  feveral 
i  Cautions  to  be  ufed,  and  feveral 
(  Cafes  that  can’t  be  help’d  ;  and  as 

I  to  the  Cauftick,  it  ought  to  be 
managed  with  all  the  Care  poffi- 
ble.

Now  I  think  I  have  entirely  done 
with  anfwering  the  Doftor,  and  I 
hope  he  will  find  Employment  in 
his  Practice  for  the  Time  to  come, 
and  let  my  Husband  and  his  Se¬ 
cret  alone.  Now  I  {hall  proceed 
as  to  Ruptures  a  little  farther,  and 
alfo  put  my  Receipt  entirely  to^ 
gcther  again,  and  explain  every 
Branch  of  it,  with  the  Prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  leveral  Sorts  of  Medi¬ 
cines,  after  what  Manner  they 
ought  to  be  done.

And  w'hen  all  that 
is  difcharg’d  out  of  the  Guts,  then 
they  reduce  eafy,  and  the  Body 
being  cool’d  and  cleans’d  from  the 
hot  fharp  Humour  that  it  was 

trou- 
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Gut,  and  put  oil  my  Flannfcl  Ban¬ 
dage  for  three  or  four  Days,  to  let 
the  Gut  have  a  Seat  of  keeping 
up,  as  well  as  the  Bandage  to  fix 
right,  upon  the  Part;  then  I  lay  on 
my  Cauftiek,  as  exaft  as  poiSbie 
I  can  upon  the  Breach,  and  the 
longer  the  Scar  is  before  it  comes 
off,~his  the  better,  it  being  deeper; 
and  when  it  is  off,  I  touch  it 
with  the  Silver  Cauftiek  to  keep-  it 
deep:  I  never  apply  the  Oil  but 
once ;  for  his  not  fafe ;  his  apt  to 
caufe  the  Parts  to  enflame,  and 
put  the  Patient  to  great  Pain,  and 
many  Times  a  Fever  entires.

I  am  fo  far  from  that,  I  think  it 
very  proper  lome  of  the  Surge¬ 
ons  di ouid  fee  the  Practice  that 
belong  to  the  Navy,  that  fo  they 
may  be  capable  to  help  thofe  that 
are  afflifted  that  Way.
